the 
hundreds of refugees now awaiting 
passage to the north from Vera Cruz. 
Although the Tillman ranch is on the 
west coast— on the Isthm us of Te­ 
huantepec, near Salina Cruz— where 
there has been little trouble, cir­ 
cumstances appeared so threatening 
that the ranch m anager teared 
to 
leave bis family in the interior. 
This statement was made yester­ 
day by Mr. Tillman, while discuss­ 
ing the situation in Mexico with a 
Tribune reporter. 
Must Depose H uerta 
• There s nothing to do now but to 
go on through. 
We must enforce the 
uemands made by the United Slates, 
and depose Huerta or lose w hat­ 
ever prestige we have left.” 
That is the way the Mexican situ­ 
ation appeals to Mr. Tillman.

turned just recently from a visit to 
hie ranch.
